Rome, Jan. 20.— (By Mail)- 
Duke of Genoa who “subs” as 
at the Quirinal while Victor Em­ 
anuel is at the front, is fast p row 
ing himself a formidable rival of the 
latter for the affections of the Ital­ 
ian p eop le. 
King Victor, howrever, 
seems in no way disturbed. 
Eight 
months ago 
he asked 
his august 
uncle to come down to Rome to see 
how’ his “sub” was getting aw’ay 
with his job. 
There is p erhap s no 
other royal family in Europ e whose 
members w’ould do such a thing. The 
House of Savoy now’ includes, be­ 
sides King Victor and the Duke of 
Genoa, the Duke of the Abruzzi, the 
Duke of Aosta and the Count 
of 
Turin. 
The five are cronies. Each 
has had the rigid m ilitary or naval 
training req uired 
of every 
male 
member of the House and each 
is 
considered comp etent 
to 
be King. 
Victor would just as soon trust one 
as the other. 
He ehose the Duke of 
Genoa because he was the eldest. He 
figured the younger ones could bet­ 
ter serve Italy in their resp ective 
p ositions as military and naval com­ 
manders. 
The choice met w’ith dis­ 
ap p roval only from the Duke him­ 
self. 


“ I know I am getting old,” he said 
wistfully to the court functionaries 
who welcomed him to the throne, 
“but my hand w’ould 
rath er have 
grasjied the sw’ord than the p en that 
must sign royal decrees.” 


King Victor has ever been know’n 
as the most democratic sovereign in 
Europ e, although p erhap s the title 
of Soldier King would better suit 
him. 
His “sub” has gone him one 
better for democracy and won 
for 
himself the sobriq uet of the Civil­ 
ian King. 


The nearest the Duke 
of Genoa 
comes to accep ting any of the king­ 
ly p req ui*ites that go with his job, 
is at 4 each day wheu he goes 
for 
his drive in the country. 
Four cav­ 
alrymen surround his carriage and 
a co rp s of bicycle guards 
follow. 
The p olice won’t let him drive unless 
he accep ts this escort. 


In the evening he makes up for 
it by waIking about the 
streets 
of 
Rome in civilian clothes, 
accom­ 
p anied only by his 
chief 
aid-de- 
camp . 
He traverses the p rincip al 
streets and window’ shop s us he goes 
along. 


It was while amusing himself this 
way one evening that the Duke saw 


a streetcar collide with a fat woman. 
Of all the men who leap ed to her 
assistance, the Duke got there first. 
She w’as -q uite uninjured but 
the 
Duke bundled her off to a hosp ital 
before she knew who had help ed her. 
H alf an hour later when the Duko 
returned to the Quirinal he sent his 
aide to the hosp ital to make certain 
she really was not injured. 


When the Duke comes to Rome to 
“sit in” for his nep hew’ as King he 
does not bring his family with him. 
His nearest relative 
here 
is his 
sister, Queen Mother M argherita and 
he never tires of visiting her hos­ 
p itals and charity w’orks with her. 


The Duke comes nearest to being 
king on Thursdays 
and 
Sundays, 
decrees to him for 
his 
vicarious 
when Hie ministers bring the various 
signature. 
It is then th at he gets 
first hand 
information 
from 
the 
Prime 
Minister, 
the 
Minister of 
War, and the Minister of Marine 
on the conduct of hostilities. 
The 
Minister of Marine, esjiecially never 
fails to bring him some news about 
his son, the Prince of Udine, who i^ 
commanding a sq uadron 
of subma­ 
rines. 


The Duke’s new* job brought back 
to p ublic memory that his wife is 
a German p rincess. 
She and all of 
the children however, 
are 
loyally 
Italian. 


Once a week the Duke trigs to 
get away and go home to see them, 
It w’as while waiting for the train 
onee to bring him back from one of 
the*e home visits that a distinguish­ 
ed army officer commiserated with 
him that the war kep t them both sep ­ 
arated from their families. 


“And Your Highness, w hen do you 
think the blessed war will en d!” de­ 
manded the officer. 


“ Not until we are victorious,” de­ 
clared the Duke as he boarded the 
train and started back to his throne. 


Increase in Cost of Drugs to Con­ 


sumers Not Wholly Due to That 


R. J. Messing Says.

Practically Impossible For Set For 


Men to Control Prices of Uni­ 


versally Used Drugs. 


( By United Preaa.) 
St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 29 .— “With­ 
out doubt, sp eculation to some ex­ 
tent hus boosted the p rice of some 
drugs, notably q uinine,” Richard J. 
Messing, p resident of the Minnesota 
State 
Pharam ceutical 
association 
told the United Press today. 
He de­ 
nied rep orts that some 
distributors 
und manip ulators had cornered, 
the 
available sup p ly of some drugs and 
were holding them for big p rofits, al­ 
though they might be 
necessary to 
save life. 


“It seems, also,” continued Mes 
sing, “that a system atic effort was 
made a few* months ago to canvass 
the available sup p ly of q uinine. Some 
of the coal tar drugs have risen to 
m ces that seem out of p rop ortion to 
their cost of m anufacture, 
but 
it 
would be p ractically imp ossible for 


\nf set of men to control or form a 
ring to set the p rices on more than a 
few universally used drugs or chemi­ 
cals. 


“The jobbers are not encouraging 
buying in q uantities, nor are they ov­ 
erstocked on lrigh p riced drugs. 
In 
mo*t instances, the rise in p rices has 
bedn gradual. 
‘iTho enormous q uantity of drugs 
being used in the m anufacture of ex­ 
p losives, with 
the 
Geraitin 
im­ 
p ortation cut off, arc the contribu­ 
ting causes to the increase in p rice. 
I would 
esp ecially 
mention 
these 
drtigs, Which have risen in p rice due 
to jthfe* demand resulting 
from * the 
w ar: 
Glycerine, Prusic Acid, Bro­ 
mide. Carbolic acid, Peroxide of hy­ 
drogen, all p otash 
salts, 
coal 
tar 
p roducts and a number of acids and 
all disinfectants.

Then, the trouble 
was not very general because team- 
sters and farmers seldom attempted 
to move a very heavy load when the 
highways were water soaked because 
of fear of becoming stuck in the mud. 


Today, however, -the automobile is 


recognized by road officials as 
the 


worst offender against the road law. 
Even the lightest of automobiles, 
when following the beaten tracks, 
hurl mud off the roads and damage 
them worse than the average heavily 
loaded wagon. 


Road officials recognize that 
the 


automobile is not only the greatest 
road destroyer but is as well the 
greatest road user and must be con- 
sidered in the future in the construc- 
tion of new highways. Instead 
of 


being used by the favored few nowa- 
days, the farmers are scarce who do 
not have an automobile or visions of 
owning one soon. Road officials rea- 
son that a good road for an automo- 
bile is also a good road for a wagon, 
buggy, motorcycle or even ox cart 
and that more servicable highways 
must be built in the future.

months ago he asked 
his august 


uncle to come down to Rome to see 
how his "sub" was getting away 
with his job. There is perhaps no 
other royal family in Europe whose 
members -would do such a thing. The 
House of Savoy now includes, be- 
sides King Victor and the Duke of 
Genoa, the Duke of the Abruzzi, the 
Duke of Aosta and the Count 
of 


Turin. 
The five are cronies. Each 


has had the rigid military or naval 
training required 
of every 
male 


meirioer of the House and each is 
considered competent 
to 
be King. 


Victor would just as soon trust one 
as the other. He chose the Duke of 
Genoa because he was the eldest. He 
figured the younger ones could bet- 
ter serve Italy in their respective 
positions as military and naval com- 
manders. The choice met with dis- 
approval only from the Duke him- 
iclf. 


"I know I am getting old," he said 


wistfully to the court functionaries 
-who welcomed him to the throne, 
'but my hand would rather have 
grasped the sword than the pen that 
must sign royal decrees." 


King Victor has ever been known 


as the most democratic sovereign in 
Europe, although perhaps the title 
of Soldier King would better suit 
him. 
His "sub" has gone him one 


better for democracy and won for 
himself the sobriquet of the Civil- 
ian King. 


The nearest the Duke of Genoa 


comes to accepting any of the king- 
ly preqnisites that go with his job, 
is at 4 each day when he goes 
for 


his drive in the country. Four cav- 
alrymen surround his carriage and 
a corps of .bicycle guards 
follow. 


The police won't let "him drive'unless 
he accepts this escort. 


In the evening he makes up for 


it by walking "about the streets of 
Rome in civilian clothes, 
accom- 


panied oljly by his 
chief 
aid-de- 


camp. 
Be traverses the principal 


streets and window shops as he goes 
along. 


It was while amusing himself this 


way one evening that the Duke saw 


a streetcar collide with a fat woman. 
Of all the men who leaped to her 
assistance, the Duke got there first. 
She was .quite' uninjured but

Duke bundled her off to a hospital 
before she knew who had helped her. 


Half an hour later "When the Duko 


returned to the Quirinal he sent his 
aide to the hospital to make certain 
she really was not injured.

CHAPTER I. 


Actors, trying to write autobiographies 


are like girls trying io make fudge. They

much. lake fudge, the story of a fellow's 
life ought really to be reserved for bis 
immediate .relatives. 
If I were Lord Kitchener, dping things 


.and saying things that • made history, I 
could understand why the story of my 
life ought to be written; but I am just a 
little chap trying to make people laugh. 
They are all so 'anxious to be happy that 
they eagerly help me moke the laughs—the 
audiences, I mean. But they give me all 
the credit—not taking any themselves for 
being so willing tp laugh. So I feel, in a 
way. that in telling this story, I am just 
talking it-over with my business partners 
—the end of the firm that really makes 
the laughs. 
Some day when I have made money 


enough out of my share. I am going to 
buy v little farm and a good old horse and 
buggy—automobile agents can read this 
part twice-^LTid retire.; sometimes I will 
ride into town and go to a moving-picture 
show and see some other fellow making 
them laugh. 
In the circnmstances, I guess you can 
just put this story down'to this: that 
Charlie Chaplin gives an account of him- 
self to the firm. 


HI* One Big Dream. 


When I was a little boy, the last thing 


I dreamed of was being a comedian. My 
idea was to be a member of parliament or 
a great musician. I wasn't fluite clear 
which. The only thing I really dreamed 
about was being rich. We were so poor 
that wealth seemed to me the Eummit|.Qi 
all ambition and the end of the rainbiw. 


Both my father and mother were actors. 


My father was Charles Chaplin, a .well- 
known singer of descriptive ballads. He 
had a 'fine baritone voice and is stul re- 
membered in England. My mother was 
also a well-known'vaudeville singer. On 
the stage she was known as Lillie Hariey. 
She, too, had a fine'voice and" was well 
known as a singer of the "character songa/f 
which are so popular in England. She and 
my father usually traveled-with the same 
vaudeville company but never, as far?a» 
I know, worked in the same act.

Shoved on the Stage. 


In spite of their professional reputations 


and their two salaries, my earliest ref- 
lections are of poverty. I guess the salaries 
couldn't have amounted to much in those. 
days.

My brothel Syd was four years ol&'-w] 
I 'was born. That interesting event _r 
0eried atTonfaraebleau, France. Mjr,fal 
and mother were touring the cdntii 
at that time with a vaudeville, company. I 
was born at a hotel on April 16, 1889. AJS 
soon as my mother was able to travel, :j?e 
returned to London, and that was ',ihy 
home, more or less, until I came to Amer- 
ica.The very first -thing I can remember is 
of being shoved on the stage to singira 
song. I could not have been over fivarior 
six yean old at the time. My mother, was 
tal-on aiidrlenlv sick and I was «">nt^niM$o 


take her place "in tEe~~vaudeville bill. I 
sang an old Coster song called "Jack 
Jones." 
It must have been about this time that 


my father died. My mother was never very 
strong and, what with the shock of my 
father's death and all, she was unable to 
work for a time.

Sent to the Poorhouse. 


My brother Syd and I were sent to the 


poorhouse. 
. ' 
• 
English people have a great horror of 
the poorhouse, but I donTt remember it 
as a very dreadful place. To tell you the 
truth, I don't remember much about it. I 
have just a vague idea" of what it was 
likeThe strongest recollection I have of this 
period of my life is of creeping off by my- 
self at the poorhouse and pretending I was 
a very rich and grand person. 


My brother Syd was always a wide- 


awake, lively, vigorous young person. But 
I was always delicate and rather sickly as 
a child. I was of a dreamy, imaginative 
disposition. I was always pretending !_ 
was somebody else, and the worst I ever 
•gave myself in those day-dreams and games 
of "pretend" was a seat in parliament for 
life and an income of a million pounds.' 


Sometimes I used to pretend that I was 
a great musician, or the director of a great 
orchestra; but the director was always • 
rich man. 
Music a Passion. 


Music, even in my poorhouse days, was 


always a passion .with me. I never was 
able to take lessons of any kind, but I 
loved to hear music and could play any 
kind of instrument I could lay hands on. 
Even now I can play the piano, 'cello or 
violin by ear. 


Syd had a lofty contempt for these 
dreams of mine. What Syd wanted was to 
/be a sailor. He was always pretending he 
was! walking the bridge of a great battle. 
ship, ordering broadsides walloped into the 
enemy's ships of war. 
We didn't stay long at the poorhonse. 
I am not sure just how long, but my im- 
pression is of'a short stay. My mother 
recovered her health to some extent and 
took us back home. 
Syd went away from home immediately 


after we left-^he poorhouse. He was real- 
ly very anxious to be a sailor, and my 
mother sent him to the Hanwell school, in 
Surrey, where boys are trained for the sea. 
Many boys from the poorhouse went to 
this school.He's "Left-Handed." 


My mother sent me to school in London. 


I don't remember a great deal about it. 
The strongest recollection I have of school 
is of being rapped over the knuckles by the 
teacher because I wrote left-handed. I was 
fairly hammered black and blue on the 
knuckles before I finally learned how to 
write with my right hand. As a result I 
can now write just as well with one hand 
as the other. 
It seems to me that my mother was the 
most splendid woman I ever knew. I can 
remember how charming and well man* 
nered she was. She spoke four languages 
fluently and had a good education. I have 
met a lot of people knocking around the 
world since; but I have never met a,more 
thoroughly refined woman than my moth- 
er. 'Ii I have amounted to anything, or 
eve* do amount to anything, it will be 
due to her. I can remember very plainly 
how,' even as a very small child, she tried 
to teach me. I would have been a fine 
younz roughneck, slamming around the 
world as I did, if it had not been for my 
mother.
